President Signs 
Bill Increasing 
Minimum Wage 


Truman Hails Act 
As "M aj or Victory" 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 
(JP) — 
Hailing it as a "m ajor v ictory” for 
his adm inistration, President T ru­ 
m an today signed the bill increas­ 
ing the national m inim um wage 
from 40 cents to 75 cents an hour. 
The new m inim um •— expected to 
cost employers about $ 300,000,000 
annually — does not go into effect, 
howev er, until 90 days from now 
At tha t tim e an estim ated 1,500.000 
w'orkers are due to hav e from fiv e 
to 15 cents added to their hourly 
earnings. 
Gov ernm ent officials said the pay 
raise in m ost cases will not exceed 
15 cents, since they said m ost work­ 
ers now are receiv ing more than 
the old 40 cents an hour minimum. 
The new P air Labor Standards 
Act, which was adopted Just before 
Congress adjourned, makes v arious 
changes in the old law which went 
into effect just 11 years ago last 
Monday. 
Besides raising the pay “floor” 
for workers engaged in interstate 
commerce, among other things it 
tightens the ban against use of child 
labor and giv es added enforcem ent 
powers to the wage-hour adm inis­ 
trator. 
Mr. T rum an expressed “regret” 
tha t the new v ersion will take some

State police described tlie m en as 
dangerous and threw up road blocks 
on ev ery street and highway lead­ 
ing in and out of W ilmington 
Tile prisoners, one of them a life- 
term er on a m urder charge, are be­ 
liev ed to hav e split up after they 
m ade their break, police said. 
Two of them w ent to the home of 
J. L. Elliott, a stationary store clerk 
who liv es just two blocks from the 
pri.son. 
Elliott said they forced him into 
his car a t gun’s point, drov e a block 
from him home and told him to 
“get out.” 
He told this story to a reporter: 
"One of them came to the door 
and said his buddy was hurt and 


would I take him to the hospital. I 
w ent out w ith him and a m an was 
lying on the sidewalk. T he other 
fellow helped him to his feet and 
helped him into the back of my car. 
B ut they both acted so nerv ous I got 
suspicious. I suggested we better 
call an ambulance. 
‘Then the other m an pulled a pis­ 
tol and shov ed me into the car. His 
buddy leaped in beside me and they 
pulled off. My wife saw it from the 
window and scream ed. They didn’t 
say anything until we got about a 
block away then the one at the 
wheel slam m ed on his brakes and 
they told me to get out.”

Plan ForCIO 
Leftist Purge 
Is Disclosed 


Three Maj or Unions 
Would Be Carved Up

right-w ing plan for carv ing up at 
least three m ajor CIO unions under 
so-called left-w ing control was dis­ 
closed tonight in adv ance of a con­ 
v ention showdown. 
The conv ention begins here next 
M onday. The top leaders of the 
conserv ativ e right-w ing faction de­ 
v eloped the reported strategy a t 
secret m eeting in hotel rooms yes­ 
terday and today. 
The rightists — representing the 
anti-C om m unist elem ents In 
the 
CIO — were reported to hav e agreed 
w ith CIO President Philip M urray 
on this general plan for disposing of 
their political leftist enemies.: 
Three Unions “Get Vote” 
1. The United Electrical W ork- 
ers, Farm Equipm ent W orkers and 
Mine, Mill and Sm elter W orkers 
would be tossed out of the CIO 
forthw ith. 
2. A new charter “probably” would 
be established in the electrical field 
so tha t the right-w ing faction, head­ 
ed 
by 
CIO 
Secretary-Treasurer 
Jam es B. Carey, can sta rt all ov er 
again to organize electrical, ràdio 
and telev ision workers. 
3. M urray’s 
own 
steelworkers 
union would absorb the Mine, Mill 
and Sm elter W orkers — an organiza­ 
tion for alm ost all the nation’s m in­ 
ers outside the coal fields. 
4. A 
special organization com­ 
m ittee would be set up for the public

Report President 
Will Step In This 
Weekend Is Denied 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (^PH-CoB- 
flictlng reports came from high offi­ 
cialdom tonight on w hether Presi­ 
dent T rum an will interv ene soon to 
end the costly steel and coal strikes. 
A C abinet officer said the Presi­ 
dent will step in if the strikes a r t 
not settled by the end of this week. 
L ater a W hite House official who 
helps fram e adm inistration policy in 
the labor crisis said tha t Mr. T ru­ 
m an has set no deadlne w hatev er 
as yet for W hite House action.

“Ev idently, the gentlem an m is­ 
understood the President because I 
talked to Mr. T rum an a half hour 
later and found out he hasn’t m ade 
any decision to interv ene, or fixed 
any deadline.”

a n y o p t h e o l d remedies 
for colds are still in use and 
doing a good job. They are 
simple, 
inexpensive, 
and 
readily available in the home. The 
course of the disease may not be 
shortened but the sufferer becomes 
more comfortable and this in itself 
is an accomplishment. 
Every home has a bed and re­ 
maining in bed sliould be the initial 
step in treatm ent. Hot lemonade, 
tea, or broth provide a sense of 
warmth during the 
early 
stages 
when the individual feels chilly even 
tho his temperature is beginning to 
mount. Ice cold drink s may be pre­ 
ferred later 
particularly 
if 
the 
throat is sore, as they soothe in­ 
flamed tissues and replenish the 
fluids lost thru perspiration. Since 
most colds rob us of appetite, fruit 
juices furnish an easy way of ob­ 
taining nourishment. 
The application to the chest of 
ointments containing menthol or 
camphor has a soothing effect upon 
the respiratory passageways. Such 
substances are not absorbed thru 
the sk in but their vapors are in­ 
haled. Gargles help to k eep 
the 
throat clear by washing away the 
mucus. In addition to prescribed 
products, many 
commercial 
pre­ 
parations can be purchased at drug 
stores. A gargle composed of one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of salt or 
bak ing soda in one-half glass of 
warm water may be all that is 
needed. Another simple wash con­ 
sists of equal parts whisk y and wa­ 
ter.

The inhalation of steam via a 
croup k ettle counteracts dryness of 
tlie air, especially in steamheated 
apartm ents and rooms. Moisture has 
a healing influence on 
inflamed 
membranes, and adding a teaspoon­ 
ful of compound tincture of ben­ 
zoin to every quart of boiled water © 
enhances the efficacy of the pro­ 
cedure. Aspirin, Dover’s 
powders, 
codeine, and similar compounds re­ 
lieve headache and other discom­ 
fort associated with the common 
cold. They do not k ill the virus or 
the infections responsible for sec­ 
ondary infections but are worth 
while because they lower the tem ­ 
perature and impart 
*b, feeling of 
well being. Nose drops containing 
ephedrine or other vaso-constrictors 
ease na.sal congestion and promote 
drainage. Vigorous blowing of the 
nose is taboo as this practice might 
drive the infection into the ears 
and sinuses. 


Simple remedies of this type are 
available and may be all that is 
neces.sary. They do not cause reac­ 
tions and. in this respect, are safe. 
The use of one of the various anti- 
histaminics to abort colds is a new 
wrink le in treatm ent. To be suc­ 
cessful, the chemical must be used 
during the first 24 hours after the 
appearance of symptoms. 
The sulfonamides and penicillin 
are reserved for colds of more than 
average severity or for cases where 
the temperature shows no sign of 
coming down after two or three 
days. The wonder drugs do not k ill 
the causative virus but deal a crush­ 
ing blow’ to the secondary invaders 
that 
produce 
the 
complications. 
Such products should be used in 
full strength, to be u.seful, hence 
mu.st be prescribed by the family 
phy.sician. The indiscriminate use 
of the sulfa and antibiotic prepara­ 
tions I' to be condemned, especially 
in mild colds. Why tak e chances 
on developing a reaction or an al­ 
lergy to them in order to eliminate 
an infection that nature will cure 
ill a w eek or tw'o?

Elver since the fact-finding report 
was made public, many different 
interpretations have been placed on 
what was m eant by the board on 
the subject of social insurance as 
well as pensions. 
Tlie trouble seems to lie in the 
use of the woixis “contributory” and 
“non-contributory” w’ith respect to 
the systems that might be used in 
setting up social insurance and pen­ 
sion plans. The board used both 
terms, but failed to indicate exactly 
how the use of either or both of the 
words could actually result in an 
adequate 
pension 
plan 
for 
the 
W’ork ers. 
.Adequate Protection Real Purpose 
After all, the true objective of any 
social in.surance or pension plan is 
\o give employees adequate protec­ 
tion. Determination of the costs of 
furnishing an adequate system of 
social insurance and pensions in­ 
volves careful study as well as es­ 
timates by expert actuaries. The 
board frank ly stated that its calcu­ 
lations w’ere based on the union’s 
estimates, and these, according to 
steel company experts, would by no 
means provide a $100-a-month pen­ 
sion. even including social security. 
Originally it was contemplated 
that the social Insurance features 
w’ould be decided now and a joint 
Study would be made on the sub­ 
ject of pensions in time for nego­ 
tiations on the contract expiring in 
April, 1950. 
The board Itself undoubtedly did 
not intend to be different in its ap­ 
proach to the plans that should be 
used for social insurance as dis­ 
tinguished from those that should 
be used in the m atter of pensions. 
But plainly there was a contradic­ 
tion in the report. Thus, with re­ 
spect to social insurance, after argu­ 
ing that the general trend in private 
industry has been a non-contribu­ 
tory system, the board nevertheless 
said: 
Of course, as a result of bargain­ 
ing, it is possible that the parties 
may agree that the employer should 
pay the 4 cents to buy some of the 
items in the plan at the level re­ 
quested by the union, and that 


the work ers should pay 2 cents or 
some other amount to buy other 
item.s reque.sted. In any event, as 
pointed out above. 
4 Cents will pro­ 
vide a substantial social insurance 
program. 
By genuine good-faith 
collective 
bargaining, the partie.i 
might agree on any combination of 
^ 
social insurance benefits along these 
^ 
lines.” 
Here, without question, the board 
indicated that it was not inflexible 
in its .suggestion and that a way can 
be work ed out by “genuine good- 
faith collective bargaining” to de­ 
velop some plan that would be ade­ 
quate and in which both parties 
would contribute. 
Never Intended as Settlem ent 
In the case of pensions, it was 
never intended that that question 
be settled immediately, and the 
board recommended that a Joint 
study be made. Then the board de­ 
clared : 
“A few' guideposts are recom­ 
mended. While the level of benefits 
may be changed by agreement of 
the parties from time to time, the 
basic features must be fixed at the 
outset. 
For the reasons already 
mentioned, the plan should be non- 
contributory. 
We believe that the 
retirem ent 
benefits 
recommended 
herein should be added to amounts 
available under Title II of the 
Social Security Law. 
“The questions as to whether the 
payments should be a uniform flat 
one or should vary with the years 
of service and the rate of earnings, 
and whether there should be 
a 
minimum number of years to qual­ 
ify for a pension, and what that 
minimum should be—all these ques­ 
tions should, W’e recommend, be left 
to collective bargaining after a full 
study has been made of all these 
factors.” 
The ambiguity lies in the use of 
the word “guideposts.” Certainly In 
any joint studies, the parties could 
well start out with a desire to de­ 
velop a non-contributory plan and 
wind up with the discovery that it 
would not be adequate. 
It is reported that the board 
members felt that the same caution 
which they applied to social insur­ 
ance and the same thoughts which 
they had toward work ing out these 
m atters by collective bargaining also 
could be applied to the pension 
issue.

BALTIM O RE, Oct. 26. (/P)—Op­ 
ponents of increased telephone rates 
in Maryland will start putting their 
arguments before the Public Serv­ 
ice Commission Monday. 
Tlie Chesapeake 
and 
Potomac 
Telephone Company of Baltimore 
has asked about $6,000,000 worth 
of permanent increases for its cus­ 
tomers. 
Its present rates are based on a 
$4,000,000 temi>orary’ increase 
al­ 
lowed by the Public Service Com­ 
mission last spring. The temporary 
increases were put into effect to 
produce more revenues for the com­ 
pany while the Commission heard 
evidence and studied its plea 
permanent tariffs. 
If the Commission should decide 
against a permanent increase, the 
temporary’ boosts would be revoked 
and subscribers would be in line for 
some refunds. 
Coming to bat Monday are the 
State Government, the City of Bal­ 
timore, the People’s Counsel to the 
PSC, and others w'ho oppose the 
higher rates. 
The State hired a telephone spe­ 
cialist to present its arguments 
agaiast the boost. The hearings 
ha\'c been in a long recess so he 
and other experts would have an 
opportunity to study the voluminous 
facts and figures which the com­ 
pany presented several weeks ago. 
The company says increased op­ 
erating costs, particularly materials 
and wages, make it necessary to 
raise the.rates.
